Biographical data means nothing 
to them. To them the man who 
has been a member of Parliament 
for more than 20 years, who as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in the 
war Cabinet of Lloyd George, spent 
around $37,000,000 a day for John 
Bull, and has now accepted from the 
King the premiership after having 
once refused it—to them he isn’t 
Andrew at all, He’s just Andy. 

Admits He’s Homely. 

By his own admisssion he is the 
homeliest man in the House of Com- 
mons. Tall, lank and loose of limb, 
he is utterly lacking in grace. Deep, 
sunken eyes, with a suggestion of 
melancholy, peer from shaggy, beet- 
ling brows. A long-visaged, high 
cheekboned, oval face, surmounting 
an angular neck. High forehead, 
somewhat receding, bald above the 
temples. He is a widower. 

Viewed objectively, he is an 
unique character. There is not, a 
thing to write about him. He pos- 
sesses not a single surface quality to 
command attention or excite emo- 
tional response from the public. He 
is as colorless as a Scotch lowland 
in a fog. 

In England the political writers 
invented a striking phrase nor pol- 
ished an cpigram. In his’ public 
speaking he is the complete antithe- 
sis of the finishee orator. His hands 
an~ feet remain motionless. His 
eyes fix themselves permanently 
upon one spot.

SIXTY WILD ANIMALS PERISH 
WW FIRE NEAR INDEPENDENCE 


Beasts Believed to Have Suffocated 
Before Fire Gained Headway 
After Blast.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 21.—Ap- 
proximately 60 wild animals per- 
ished today in a fire ewhich de- 
stroyed the animal house of the 
Horne Zoological Arena Co., one and 
one-half miles east of Independence, 
Mo. An explosion preceded the 
blaze, the origin of which is undeter- 
mined: Damage to the building was 
estimated at $30,000. It was esti- 
mated that $60,000 loss was caused 
by the deaths of the animals.

IN BREWERIES PROPOSED 


Unions Expected to Oppose 
Plan to Make 10 Per Cent 
Reduction. 


Affiliated organizations of brew- 
ery workers, representing approxi- 
mately 2000 trades unionists em- 
ployed by the seven St. Louis brew- 
ing companies now manufacturing 
nonalcoholic beverages, have under 
consideration a reduction of 10 per 
cent in wages proposed by employ- 
ers. The present contract between 
the employers and employes expires 
Nov. 10. 

Sentiment of the workers is over- 
whelmingly opposed to a reduction 
in wages at this time. Joseph J. 
Hauser, business agent of the Brew- 
ers and Maltsters’ Union, who also 
is president of the Central Trades 
and Labor Union, said today that 
the wage question had not yet been 
submitted to a vote of the affillated 
local unfons, but that In all prop- 
ability the matter will seach that 
stage within the next two weeks. 
He said that several conferences are 
yet to be held by representatives of 
the employers and the joint Ex- 
ecutive Board of the unions. 

Present wages, which range from 
$30 to more than $41 a week for 
44 hours, Hauser said, are consid- 
ered by the workers as representing 
n fair scale. The present working 
contract was the result of a com- 
promise between employers and 
union employes a year ago, and was 
signed following a controversy over 
working conditions and union con- 
trol of employment in brewerles in 
the course of which the unions, by a 
2 to 1 vote, determined to strike tf 
their demands were not granted. 


The final decision, however, was 
left by the unions to their commit- 
tees. The companies gained their 
roint, the unfons conceding contrvl 
of the employment and discharge of 
men, and the companies agreeing 
not to use this power arbitrarily.

Compulsory Vaccination. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HY is my child denied an educa- 

! tion in the public schools simply 
because not vaccinated, when the law 
specifically states that every child is en- 
titled to a free education in the public 
schools? There is no compulsory vac- 
cination tn the statute books of the State 
of Missouri. This Attorney-Goneral 
Barrett admitted when he interpreted 
the ruling last winter. He took it from 
the revised statutes of 1919, which gives 
the State Board of Health blanket au- 
thority fo make any ruling they saw fit 
for the benefit of the people. 

The ConstitutfOn provides that the 
State Senators and Representatives 
shall be elected by the public for the. 
sole purpose of making laws for the! 
benefit of the public. They have not 
the power to delegate law-making power 
to any other body. Therefore. the Gen- 
eral Assembly were exceeding their au- 
thority when they gave the Health 
Board this authority.

He says it composed the two prin- 
cipal differences with which as a nation we 
found ourselves faced, our naval rivalry with 
England and our armed competition in the Pa- 
cific with Japan. The Harding administration 
is entitled to all praise for that achievement, 
and as peace hath her victories no less renowned 
than war, we must rate that achievement as one 
of the greatest in our history. 

“The disarmament conference did even 
more than Mr. Hoover has claimed for it. It 
enabled Japan to do what her better judgment 
dictated by removing, the peril of American 
dominance in the Pacific. The strides toward 
peace end justice in that part of the world 
since the conference has been among the most 
signal of which there is any record. The whole 
policy of Japan has been altered. She was going 
the way the militarists took Germany. She 
knew it, and she knew better: but with the 
United States thrusting its great cannon over 
the Eastern horizon she could not desist. The 
arms conference saved Japan from a folly com- 
parable to that of Germany. It also saved the 
Asiatic mainland and perhaps the usual aid to 
good causes from pretty much everywhere from 
having to whip her. 

“I want to suggest to our Jamie and Br’er 
Brewster, that they send for Herbert's speech 
and study it. It is a model.in content and mod- 
eration, as far removed from the flapdoodle and 
inanitics of the campaign in Missouri as a 
speech could be. 

“It is an affront to the intelligence of the 
people of Missouri and their interest in the 
world in which they live for our senatorial can- 
didates to go around talking about one another’s 
actual per cent as to prohibition and matters 
of similar unimportance.

It's my humble opinion that a has-been 
writer is a thousand times more pitiable than a 
would-be writer. The glory of the former is 
behind him; life has lost its brilliant hue and 
is drab, gray and cheerless; the future holds no 
longer a storehouse of golden promise; the koy 
to its door has been ruthlessly thrown away, 
and the sesame that had the power to open it 
has been forgotten. 

But—ah, the would-be writer! He who is 
optimistic and ambitious and sincere, deter- 
mined to get there in spite of everything. The 
present holds a gold mine of promises and the 
future is iridescent, sparkling and bright with 
ell colors of the rainbow that hangs over Ni- 
agara Falls early every sunskiny morning. 
Nothing under the sun can hold down a sure- 
to-goodness writer, a would-be writer or a has- 
been writer, provided he (or she) hasn't lost che 
spirit of youth, has refused to let circumstances, 
environment, sorrow or misfortune to embitter 
his life. Such a person will come back in spite 
uf everything, and eventually reach the coveted 
goal. 

In her darkest hour Charlotte Bronte said: 
“The more solitary, the more friendless, the 
more unsustained I am, the more will I be re- 
spected and rely upon myself.” “Curren Bell’’ 
(C.B., synonymous of Charlotte Bronte) reached 
the goal in spite of everything. She had the 
courage to keep on when solitary and friendless 
and unsustained. 

Again, in my humble opinion, Kipling is a 
has-been writer. He will. never have the 
power to come back, regain the position he 
once held in the literary world, especially 
among readers who are not, listed among the 
literary. And his life, when he was a would-be 
writer, was far from smooth and sgalilling, was 
often rough, even stormy; while the future was 
anything but rose-tinted. In a notebook I dis- 
covered the following, copied years ago from 
a newspaper: 

“When Rudyard Kipling landed in San 
Francisco from India he covered many a mile 
running up and down stairs (it being in days 
before the lift was in common use) ina vain ef- 
fort to market his stories. An editor of a Sun- 
day paper returned his MSS with: “You don’t 
strike the right note; what we want out here 
ig stories about local features. Besides, there's 
no punch fn your stuff.’ ”’ 

Listen, Just a Minute, please. This is food 
for thought: In all you’ve read from ths pen 
of Kipling, from all his stuff—good, bad and 
indifferent—did you ever discover what could 
be called a good woman (such a woman as 
Your mother or wife or sister or sweetheart, 
the woman you love in spite of her faults, and 
imperfect virtues?) No; you haven't. Neither 
have I. 

And “as a man thinketh tn his heart, so is 
he.” In his heart Kipling thinketh bitter 
thoughts. He has let sorrow embitter his life, 
and he hasn't the gift of courage (like Sir 
Harry Lauder) to smile or laugh, to look the 
world bravely in the face although his heart is 
bleeding great drops of blood, blood (for in- 
stance, American) that is noble in spite of 
plebeian birth. But, unfortunately, the blood 
of all great (7) men isn’t always of noble strain. 
And a man who thinketh “Me and George” 
is asnob. The fate of a snob is oblivion. 

In Ireland on the anniversary of Parnell’s 
death his loyal compatriots wear a sprig of 
ivy. The Orlandists of France wear white dai- 
sies, and Bonaparte’s stanch admirers violets. 
On Beaconsfield’g birthday primroses are worn 
in England. What will she wear on Kipling’s 
birthday? Forget-me-nots, eh? What?

RUSSIAN STUDENTS SUCCEED IN 
OUSTING COMMUNIST PROFESSORS 


University Has Largest Fnroliment 
Since War, After Threatened 

Strike.

KHARKEKOY., Russia, Sept. 20.— 
Students were paid by the soviet 
government last year to attend class- 
the University of Kharkov, but 
this season they are paying their own 
way, and the enrollment ts larger 
than at any time since the war. 

The unusually large attendance is 
attributed to the fact that many of 
the old professors have been rein- 
stated to their untveristy positions. 
Last rear many of the regular pro- 
fessors were replaced by commun- 
ist professors. As a result. the at- 
tendance fell off materially, and 
eventually there was a covernmental 
investigation. It was finally deceided 
to try the scheme of paying the stu- 
dents to attend school, the scale of 
compensation being 6900 soviet ru- 
bles a month. The average govern- 
ment employe was receiving at the 
same time 40099 rubles a month. 

The majority of the university stu- 
dents here are not communist sym- 
pathizers. They objected stren- 
uously to being taught by communist 
professors, even though paid for it. 
So, when the students threatened to 
strike, other plans were thought out. 
Just before the university opened 
this fall, it was announced that near- 
ly all of the old-time profess=rs 
would take up their former duties 
again. There was a rush to fill up 
the classes, the students willingly 
agreeing to pay the tuition.

Taking away certain privileges 
from labor has meant depriving cap- 
ital of certain rights too. 

Any firm or corporation or busi- 
ness. for instance, which “limits or 
suspends or delays” continuous and 
“efficient operation” for the purpose 
of evading the purpose of the Kan- 
sas industrial law is subject to se- 
vere punishment. 

Section of Law Opposed. 

One section of the law reads 
“it shall be unlawful for any pe 
firm or corporation engaged in th 
operation of any such industry (es- 
sential industries being listed) will- 
fully to limit or cease operations for 
the purpose of limiting production 
or transportation, or to affect prices 
for the purpose of avoiding any of 
the provisions of this act, but any 
person, fir mor corporation so en- 
gaged may apply to said Court of 
Industrial Relations for authority to 
limit or cease operations, stating the 
reasons therefor, and said Court of 
Industrial Relations shal] hear said 
application promptly. and if said 
application shall be found to be in 
good faith and meritorious, author- 
ity to Iimit or cease operation shall 
be granted.” 

The foregoing gives the State 
sweeping powers over essential in- 
dustries. The theory back of the 
law is that it is necessary for the 
public welfare. The Supreme Court 
of Kansas in a recent decision, points 
out, however, that no firm “is com- 
pelied to operate fts plant at a lioss, 
nor is it prohibited from changing its 
business, nor from quitting the busi- 
ness if it desires to do either of the 
things tn good faith, not intending 
thereby to violate any provisions of 
the act.” 

In other words, the employer has 
the right to quit work fust as an 
employe has.
